PLANE LOADED TOO 
HEAVILY 


Prrposetl Trans-Atlantic Flight Pre­ 
parations Go Forward After Plane 


Refuses To Rise 


Old Orchard, M«-., Oct. 22— <U.R>— 
The second attempt of the scspui- 
plane Dawn to fly across the A tlan­ 
t ic ended abruptly at fi:38 a. in., to­ 
day when the twin-motored plane— 
carrying Mrs. Frances Grayson and 
two companions--landed in the w a­ 
ter about 100 yards off the beach.. 


I'he plane skimmed over the water 
and tlicit settl»-d easily. 
The motors were s t i l l running and 
the pilot started circling in tin* wa­ 
ter as though he might attempt 
a 
take-off from the ocean. None 
of 
the occupants had 
attempted 
to 
la rid. 
The big plane had difficulty this 
morning. On the first attempt at 
a 
take-off the plane ran 
about 
two 
miles down the beach and was un­ 
able to rise. 
Then when the takeoff was finally 
made at 0:10 a.m., the plane skim­ 
med along about twenty-five or fifty 
feet above the water and finally <*ir- 
eled towards Castro hay. 
A few minutes later watchers saw 
the plane again «coming towards Old 
Orchard and as it was about 
100 
yaw ls from the shore 
it 
suddenly 
nosed towards the water and land­ 
ed. 
At 0:50 a. m., Hie plane was tax­ 
ied in from the water and brought 
»mto the beadi. 
The crowd of about 
200 
people 
rushed to the plane 
and 
pressed 
around it. 
Mrs. 0 ray son climbed from 
the 
cabin. 
**\Yo got as fa r as Cape Elizabeth 
Lig h t," she said, “ hut the load was 
too heavy and the plain* was in dan­ 


ger of becoming unmanageable, 
>o 
we had to turn back. 
“ W e had t»> dump about 200 gal­ 
lons ot gasoline, in order 
to stay 
up." 
Two dump valves on the uas tanks 
wi re open when the plane mum* on­ 
to the beach. 


The trouble was the same as that 
which caused “ The Dawn to return 
to Old Orchard <>n its previous a t­ 
tempt.

It is really surprising what simple 
mistakes often are made by players who 
think they play a pretty fair game. Here 
are several examples that the writer 
noticed in a recent game:

Z dealt, bid one spade, A and Y passed 
and B bid two hearts. 7 bid two spades, 
all passed and A opened the ten of 
hearts. Z’s proper play, of course, is the 
long of hearts in dummy. Ii must either 
win this 11 i< k with the ace or allow the 
l ing to hold, if he wins the trick, 7. 
must win the next two heart tricks, for 
he holds the queen nine of hearts over 
B s jack. If }i should fail to play the 
ace, Z must win one more trick with 
the queen of hearts, in either event, 
therefore, by playing the king of hearts 
at trick one, Z is sure of two tricks, no 
matter how B plays. In the actual play, 
however, Z made a serious mistake! 
When the ten of hearts was led, he 
f layed the troy of hearts from Y’s hand 
and B at o played low. Z was thus 
for<(<l to win the trick with the queen 
and B now held tin* ace jack of hearts 
over \ s king and was, therefore, as­ 
sured of two tricks. 
Z s mistakes in this hand, however, 
were not over. After winning the first 
heart trick with the queen, he led a low 
Jiamond and won the trick in Y’s hand 
u.h the king. He now had two possible 


plays. He could lead the jack of spades 
or the low club, with the purpose in 
view of finessing in either case. His 
proper lead was the jack of spades. If 
tins finesse should lose, he would havfe 
a re-entry in Y’s hand with the ten of 
spades. If B should cover with the king 
of spades, Z should play h'is ace and 
thus again have a re-entry with the ten 
of spades. If B held the king and failed 
to cover, Y ’s jack of spades would hold 
the trick and Z should then lead Y’s low 
club and play' the queen from his own 
hand. If this finesse loses, he will thus 
have a re-entry with the jack of clubs 
m \ s hand. 
Z, however, thought of none of these 
facts. He proceeded to lead the jack of 
clubs from \ s hand and A won the trick 
with the king. He returned a low heart 
and B won two heart tricks with the 
ace jack. B then led a low club w hich Z 
was obliged to win with the queen of 
clubs in his own hand. He now had no 
way to get Y s hand in the lead except 
by trumping a club. He trumped with 
the eight of spades and B over-trumped 
with the nine. As B originally held the 
L, 9, 5 of spades, he also made the king 
of spades so that Y-Z scored only two 
odd. 
On the other hand, if Z had played 
his finesses correctly he would have 
st ored four odd and game, provided, of 
course, that he had played the king of 
hearts at trick one. It is mistakes such 
as Z made in this hand that lose so 
many games; and the sad part of it is 
that they are all so easy to avoid. Lear/i 
to think out your plays in advance and 
select the one that gives you the best 
chance for game. 
Here is another hand that illustrates 
the value of planning your finesses so 
that you will get a double chance for 
game, instead of a single one:

IV. Thomas of £24 North I'orkins 
street is the sole survivor 
of the 


name of a noted 
pioneer 
family, 


which in 1829 located in what 
is 


now Walker township, if we except 
a nephew, Walter, now in Denver, 
Colorado, a son of the late John 
Q. Thomas. George Thonias, 
sen., 


came to this county 
from 
Lewis 


County, Kentucky, in 1829 where he 
was born, and entered land, 
to 


whi-li in 1832 he brought his fam- 
ily. In 1860-01 he represented Rush 
county, in the general assembly and 
also took an active part in the or- 
ganization o!' the Fifty-Second re- 
giment, Indiana Volunteer Infantry.
